If, therefore, the only Prejudice 
your Lordſhip has to theſe People, is 
their being immetbodical in their Prac- 
tice, it is in the Power of your Lord- 
ſhip, and every Biſhop in the Land, 
to remove this Stambling-block : Their 
Doctrine is allowed to be right and 
good; Why then, my Lord, give them 
Admiſſion to promulgate this right 
and true Doctrine in your Pul- 
pits; order the Clergy of every Dio- 


ceſs to give them the ſame Admiſſion: 
Tell them indeed, charge them tbem- 


ſelves, to preach the Lord Feſus Chriſt, 
and that with the ſame Spirit and 
Power, and then the Noiſe of theſe 
new Preachers will quickly vaniſh a- 
way. Away with your Morality, Me- 
taphyſics, and Doctrines of Works, 
from our Pulpits: Preach up Teſus
